Beef Producers Must Sign 
Soon If They Wish To Vote 


Beef producers who wish to 
vote in an upcoming referendum 
should register between 
January 28 and February 6 at 
the local office of the Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service (ASCS). 

Rollan Day, Chairperson of 
the Coffee County ASC Com- 
mittee, said the producers will 
vote by secret ballot February 
19-22 on whether they want a 
nationally coordinated beef 
research and information pro- 
gram. A similar referendum, 
conducted in 1977, did not 
receive the required two-thirds 
approval, although it was 
favored nationally by 56.4 
percent of voting producers. 
Since that time, the Beef 
Research and Information Act 
has been amended so that a 
majority of producers will be 
sufficient for approval, 
according to Day. 

“Rules for registering and 
yoting have changed,’’ the 
ASCS official said. It was 


determined that 10 days would 
be sufficient for all producers to 
register and that the four-day 
voting period whould result in a 
more efficient voting procedure 
and reduce administrative costs, 
“Copies of referendum rules 
can be obtained from our 
office,’’ he said. 

Registration and voting can 
be completed by mail if informa- 
tion and ballots are requested in 
advance, 

The Beef Research and 
Information program would be 
adminstered by a board of up to 
68 producers and five non- 
voting consumer advisors. Each 
state would be represented on 
the board in proportion to its 
share of the cattle industry. The 
program would be funded by 
assessments based on the value 
of cattle sold. 

All sellers in the marketing 
chain would be assessed and the 
buyer at the point of slaughter 
would deduct the total assess- 
ment and forward it to the 


board, Day said, Any producer 
could request and receive a 
refund of the assessment paid.

Young men and women with 
college credits may apply for 
enlistment in the Air Force at 
ranks above normal entrance 
levels according to local Air 
Force Recruiter, Staff Sergeant 
Mike Vickers. 

The Air Force started the 
new ‘‘Stripes for College 
Experience’ for people without 
prior military service to imporve 
opportunities for highly 
qualified people joining the Air 
Force. 

Those with 45 semester or 67 
quarter hours may now apply for 
enlistment as an Airmen First 
Class (AIC), two steps above’ 
normal entry level. Twenty 
semester or 30 quarter hours 
may qualify for enlistment as 
Airmen. 

People with families qualify- 
ing for the rank of A1C will start 
earning $776.70 per month and 
allowances, while an Airmen 
will earn $757.20 per month. 

All Air Force enlistees earn 
four college semester hours 
upon completing six weeks of 
basic training. Airmen finishing 
Air Force Technical Schools 
earn credits through the 
Community College of the Air

Community Effort Supports Rural Fire Fighters In Henderson

Last Saturday morning 


across the county line in the, it was time for a traditional ‘salt 


fish and biscuit'’ breakfast to 
raise money for the insurance 
payment of the all-volunteer 


community fire department. 

The small town of Hender- 
son is much older than its much 
larger and growing neighbor, 
Troy, but is not large enough for 
any tax base to support emer- 
gency facilities. About ten 
years ago Henderson Fire and 
Rescue was incorporated. Since 
that time they have neither 
asked for nor received any 
county funds for the operation of 
the department. 

They received two vehicles 
from the state forestry depart- 
ment and are checked regularly 
to insure they are maintaining 
these properly and are using 
them for fire-fighting as desig- 
nated. All gas money, in- 
surance money, repair money, 
is raised with gatherings such as 
the Saturday morning breakfast, 
barbecues, etc. 


The meetings are held in the 
Henderson Community Center 
which still looks a lot like a rural 
schoolhouse of the 1930's, It is, 
in fact, the building that was left 
from the consolidation of 
schools. The building was 
dedicated in 1931 to Governor 
Charles Henderson, a native of 
the county, and a plaque still 
hangs precariously on the hall 
wall commemorating that dedi- 
cation. 

Square dances and barbe- 
cues are held regularly at the 
center with profits going to 


community needs such as the 
fire department. When there is 
need for the fire department, a 
call is made to one of several 
people who quickly pass the 
word to other members of the 
department, who, incidentally, 
have paid dues for the privilege 
of being a firefighter. The first 
fire fighter to arrive at the 
“downtown”’ parking place for 
the fire trucks cranks the truck 
and proceeds to the scene of the 
fire without waiting for others to 


_ arrive. When the others arrive 


and find the truck gone, they 
just fall in line and follow to the 
scene of the reported fire. 

Success of the department 
has been remarkable with the 
work becoming much easier 
with the installation of the rural 
water works in the community. 
Prior to that time the fire trucks 
were refilled from the closest 
creek with hopes that the truck 
didn’t get stuck after loading 
and that the house didn’t burn 
down uuring the slow re-tilling 
process. 


This newspaper has been 
askedwhy Coffee County 
doesn’t have a single rural 
fire-fighting organization, and 
we went to our neighboring Pike 
County to find the problems; but 
they seem to be as non-existent 
as rural firefighters in Coffee 


County. Once they  incor- 
porated, the only thing they get

1980s Will Mark Return 
Of American Greatness 


This month we not only 
began a new year, but we 
entered into a new decade -- 
a decade which may prove to 
be a watershed for not only 
our nation, but for the entire 
world, 

The world which awaits 
us as we enter the 1980s is far 
different from that which 
greeted us just ten years ago. 
In 1970, our economy was 
buoyant, electricity was 
cheap and gas lines and 
OPEC were unheard of. 

But now we find 
ourselves in a different time-- 
a time of rampant double- 
digit inflation, of stagnant 
economic growth, of rising 
unemployment and declining 
productivity, of high utility 
rates and dollar-a-gallon 
gasoline. 

Yet, while all of this is 
true, I believe the 1980s will 
evolve as a decade of promise 
and fulfillment -- a decade in 
which we find ourselves and 
in which we rekindle the 
spirit of American greatness. 

In the 1980s we will 
return to the independence 
and self-reliance which made 
our country the strongest and 
freest on earth.

But while our challenges

While we may detest gas 
lines and high food and fuel 
prices and while our blood 
may boil at the mention of the 


Ayatollah Khomeini, I find 
increasing evidence of a 
united America -- a country 


tired of aimless drifiting and 
of self doubt. 
I see in the 1980s signs of 
a new emerging American 
spirit. There is not one single 
problem we face which 
American ingenuity, creativi- 
ty and willpower cannot 
solve. We have risen to the 
occasion many times before. 
We have weathered great 
wars and depression, we have 
explored outer space and the 
depths of the sea and we can 
certainly solve our energy 
problems. 
Ours is a resilient nation 
and we are a resilient people. 
What we need in this 
country is a rededication and 
reaffirmation of our beliefs 
and of our spirit. I believe I 
see this coming in the 1980s. 
Despite inflation, 
unemployment and social or 
international upheavals that 
erode the American dream 
for many, I say it need not be. 
As President Harry 
Truman said a few years ago: 
“America was not build on 
fear. America was built on 
courage, on imagination and 
on an unbeatable determina- 
tion to do the job at hand.” 
Mr. Truman was right. 
We do have the courage, the 
imagination, the determina- 
tion and the ingenuity to 
fulfill the promise of the 
American dream.

Review Of 
Cadek PianoTrio

The New Cadek Piano Trio 
performed on Thursday evening 
in the beautiful sanctuary of the 
First Baptist Church. Pianist 
William Henderson, violinist 
Henry Rubin, and cellist, David 
Cowley, are from the University 
of Alabama. 

Their well-balanced program 
included ‘‘Trio in G,’’ by 
Haydn; ‘‘Trio’’ by Walter Pis- 

. ton; and the Brahms ‘Trio in B 
Major.”’ They played with 
precision and with impeccable 
technique. 

The orderliness, typical of 
the style of Haydn, was stated 
with elegant accuracy in the first 
and third sections. The second 
movement, the ‘Poco Adagio,”’ 
was interpreted with a more 
romantic feeling. Throughout 
the entire piece the melody was 
never obscured, 

In the familiar ‘Rondo all 
‘Orangerese,’’ Haydn describes 
the Hungarian Gypsy’s zest for 
life. The Cadek Trio depicted 
this phase in Haydn's life with 
colorful gusto. 

Placing the contemporary 
Trio of Walter Piston before 
Intermission was inspired pro- 
gramming. Piston (1894-1976) 
was born in Maine and studied 
at Harvard. In Paris, his 
Composition teacher was Nadia 
Boulanger. Piston returned to 
America to teach and compose 
(one of his students was Leon- 
ard Bernstein). 

In the Piston Trio, one hears 

polyphonal 
sounds, unusual and unpleasant 

;sounds . . . but one does not 

refuse to listen. Of the three 
works, this one did the most to

Concluding the program, the 
Brahms ‘‘settled things back 
into place.’’ Inthe ‘‘Allegro con 
brio,’’ the rich melodic line was 
woven between piano and cello, 
cello and violin, violin and cello, 
and violin and piano, Mr. 
Cowley achieved his most son- 
orous tones in the Brahms. The 
group reached the peak of 
absolute ensemble in the Third 
movement of the Brahms Trio.

RECORD KEEPING 

A fresh look at money 
management records is an im- 
portant part in getting off on the 
right foot for the new year. 

The main reason many peo- 
ple keep records is that they’re 
helpful in preparing income tax 
returns. However, there are 
many other reasons why you 
should keep records, 

Records are needed for 
inheritance or other business 
matters, as well as in the event 
of a crisis such as death, fire, 
theft or storm. Records also 
provide protection if official 
records are destroyed. 

They can speed up the 
process of reimbursement from 
insurance claims and can cut the 
waiting time for receiving bene- 
fits from the military, Veterans 
Administration and Social Sec- 
urity. 


UNHEATED AREA FOR 
WATER HEATER 

If your water heater is in an 
unheated area, and many are, 
wrap it with extra insultation 
and you can possibly cut some 
off your energy bill. 

For example, if you have a 
66-gallon electric water heater, 
and wrap it with a blanket of 
insulation that has an insulating 
factor of R-11, you stand to save 
about 450 kilowatt hours a year. 

If you use a water heater 
insulating kit, you'll probably 
save 350 killowatt hours of 
electricity a year. The R value 
of blanket insulation sold in kit 
form is normally less than 11, 
which accounts for the differ- 
ence in savings. 

If you have an oil or gas 
water heater, don’t put insula- 
tion on the top or bottom. 
Insulation on the top may 
interfere with the draft of the 
heater's flue. Bottom insulation 
cuts off air to the flame. Insulate 
the sides only. 

Also, check the heat setting 


_ on your hot water heater. If you 


have an automatic dishwasher, 


set the thermostat on your water 
heater at 140 degrees. If you 
DONT have an automatic dish- 
washer, set your water heater 
thermostat at 120 degrees.

ANT CONTROL 

Mark Sillay of Enterprise 
sent me an interesting article on 
fire ant control. He has done 
some research on controlling 
fire ants with hot water. Many 
people prefer to use materials 
which do not build up in the soil 
and which are not injurious to 
other insects and animals. 

Sillary quoted research done 
by Tschinkel and Howard of the 
Department of Biological 
Science done at FSU. For best 
results Howard suggests that 
you wait for a sunny but cool day 
when the ants are normally 
close to the surface of the beds. 
Then pour hot water on the top 
of encrusted mounds. Break the 
mounds open before applying 
the hot water. Howard men- 
tioned that it takes about three 
gallons to kill all the ants in the 
average fire ant hill. The water 
does not have to be boiling. It 
just needs to be hot. 

This should be a fairly 
effective way for homeowners to 
control the fire ant if they do not 


want to use a chemical Of 
course, there are several chem- 
icals on the market which will 
kill fire ants. 

Incidentally, you may have 
to use additional treatments to 
clean out all the fire ants. 


CAUTION 

Peanut and soybean growers 
who have soil tested and need 
two tons of lime or more may 
have a problem. I notice that 
some of the soil test results 
coming back from the laboratory 
indicate two or three and even 
four tons of lime needed per 
acre. 

When your soil test recom- 
mends two tons of lime, | would 
Suggest that a ton of lime be put 
out ahead of turning the land 
and then another ton disked in 
after the land has been turned, 
This will give a better mix of the 
lime with soil particles. If you 
need three tons of lime and put 
it all down to begin with and 
turn it, you may not get the kind 
of results you are expecting, Sol 
would definitely recommend a 
split application of lime where 
two tons or more are recom- 
mended,

County Officials Plan Busy Month 


Of Travel 


The Coffee County Com. 
mision met in regular session on 
Monday, January 28, at the 
courthouse in Elba, and despite 
constant financial worries, ap: 
proved trips for the commis: 
sioners, commission clerk and 
county engineer. 

Commission Clerk Brunease 


. Winston and one commissioner 


are headed to Birmingham on 
March 6-7 for a_ statewide 
meeting of commission clerks, 
while the Commission will travel 
to Auburn on February 13-14-15 
for a County Government Offi- 
cials Conference. So not to 
leave anyone out, the Com. 
mission also authorized Asst. 
Engineer Tim Hornsby and 
another county employee to 
attend a Highway Construction 
Conference in Montgomery on 
February 26-27. 

Monday's meeting was at- 
tended by all the commis- 
sioners, and when they arrived, 
they were given copies of a 
letter from County Engineer 
Leslie Mullins. In the letter, 
Mullins informed the Commis- 
sion he planned to retire in 
1980, and requested the follow- 
ing dates be considered as time 
for the retirement - July 1, July 
29 or August 26. Mullins is 
under a contract with the county 
and he requested he be able to 


retire at one of the dates so he 
could make decisions on his 
future. The Commission dis- 
cussed the retirement, but 
agreed not to pick a specific date 
until a replacement can be 
found. 


The Commission held a 
lengthy discussion on appoint- 
ments to a citizens committee 
which will work on solving the 
jail problems in Coffee County. 
When members of the National 
Institute of Corrections were in 
the county recently, they sug- 
gested the formation of a 
citizens’ committee to work on 
solving the jail problem. The 
method of picking the members 
of the committee also caused a 
small problem. One com- 
missioner stated membership 
should be divided among the 
cities by population; one 
suggested that each beat should 
have one representative, and 
the larger beats could have one 
for every box; and another felt 
there should be five separate 
committees to work on different 
phases of planning. It was 


finally decided that beat com- 


mitteemen would be asked to 
make nominations, and that the 
committee would be picked at 
the next meeting. 


County Attorney Warren 
Rowe recommended suing a 
Dothan roofing contractor over a 
leaking problem at the office 
complex at the Farm Center. 
The roof in the engineer's and 
Food Stamp office has a bad 
leak, and the contractor has not 
repaired it, and will not discuss 
the problem.
